PENNSYLVANIA STORM. 


Another Republican oftlclal baa 


\f, and from the effects of 


having such an ofllcer Hardin coun- 


ty's taxpayer will be compelled to 
pay ab.mt $100,000 for a duplicate 
issue of county bonds which were ne 
gotiated by Forger Lewis after hav- 
ing been properly signed several 
years ago by the then Republican 
auditor, George W. Rutledge. The 
manner in which Rutledge became 
Implicated in the matter is this : 


In July, 1H90, Hardin county Issued 


132,500 in bonds to reimburse the 
piVe fund then 
about depleted. 


These bonds were duly advertised for 
sale and at the sale were bought by 
Zachariah Taylor Lewis, the notori- 
ous Urbana bond forger and general 
all-around scamp, he bidding in the 
name of 
the Citizens' Bank of 


Ansonia, of which he was president. 
The price paid was something over 
$31,000 and the bonds were duly de- 
livered. Some time after—how long 
after is not known—Mr. Lewis again 
appeared in Kenton and dropped 
in 
to 
see 
Auditor 
Rutledge, 


a life-long friend. He told Mr. Rut- 
ledge that be was greatly in need of 
some money and that if he had about 
$30,000 he could realize a handsome 
profit from it in tbe neit few months. 
Then came tbe Droposition. Lewis 
•bowed a duplicate set of the $32,500 
worth oi p«ke bonds he had recently 
bought and asked Rutledge to do him 
tbe favor of signing them. He rep- 
resented that if Eutledge would sign 
them he (Lewis) could place them 
as collateral for a loan and then take 
them up long before due. Rutledge 
finally signed the bonds, reui»rkiog, 
fcowever, that he did not see how 
they conld be used without the sig- 
natures of the county commissioners. 
Lewis smoothed this over by telling 
him that he knew an old man down 
in Champaign county who would not 
trnow the'difference, but would think 
they were all right with only the 
auditor's signature. 


The Board of County Commission- 


ers was at that time composed of 
John L. Clark, John Young and An- 
drew Dodds, and the stories afloat 
concerning the manner in 
wnich 


their signatures were placed on these 
bonds are three in number. 
One is 


that after Lewis left here with the 
duplicate set of bonds signed by Au- 
ditor Rutledge, he forged the com- 
missioners' names to them. But the 
Urbana attorneys claims that there 
Is no question of the genuineness of 
the signatures. This claim baa led 
to another story to the effect that 
Lewis and Rutledge told the com- 
mtejoners that the first set had been 
spoiled and got them to sign the sec- 
eud set under this representation. 


The bonds held bv the clients of 


attorneys 
Leedom & Lewis 
are 


stamped with tbe official seal of Har- 
din county and it Is a matter of much 
conjecture fis to how Lewis obtained 
possession of the seal In order to 
stamp them. Whether he made the 
impressions himself or whether Rut- 
ledge made them for him is not 
known. Lewis is said to have had 
seals made for his own use in several 
of his transactions and he may possi- 
bly have done so in this instance. 


fiutledge has been recognized as 


one of the most prominent Republic 
at.8 (n Northwestern Ohio, and now 
no doubt regrets that he did not cover 
up his tracks with more adroitness. 
His confederate Lewis is now sup- 
posed to be in South America, while 
Rutledge must face the iftusic alone. 


At the /anesvilic Republican State 


Omventlon Rutledge wa« a moat eon- 
npicunuM 'igure, and worked diligently 
tor the nomination of Captain Ouil- 


Tbere wa« a ran on the building as

The uews of the ex- 
istence of these bonds caused a flutter 
in financial circles and some people be 
came fvighto::-d tnd demanded their 
money from the banks. The panic soon 
subsided, however, and everything is 
quiet now.

Returning to his argument on bi- 


metallism, Mr. Harvey said that the op- 
tion of the debtor to pay iu the cheaper 
metal should not lie impaired. This 
would always maintain a jtority. 


Mr. Horr took up the question of 


farm tenancy, whose growth Mr. Har- 
vey at an earlier stage of the debate 
h.ul referred to »s a bad sign iu our na- 
tional life, and declared that as the 
number of tenants had increased (he 
uumlier of day laborers had decreased; 
thus the increase in tenancy hud not 
been at the expense of farm owners, 
but at that of day laborers. 


Mr. Harvey said there are two kinds 


of money iu a general sense iu which 
llie \ ord is used, oue being primary 
money and tlie other representative 
money, or, as he would call it for pur- 
pose of debating, credit money. 


This latter kind of money, he said, is 


divided into paper money and tokeu 
money, which includes copper cents aud 
nickel 5-ee.nt pieces. No attempt is 
luadc to maintain the commercial parity 
of these metals at any ratio with the 
mend out of which primary money is 
made. Primary money is the measure 
of value, tiold, Mr. Harvey said, is 
now our measure of values. 


Mr. Horr declared absurd Harvey's 


statement that the debts of the United 
Stales amounted to $hU*>°,O(K>.

HOIT al>o attacked tin.1 assertions made 
by Mr. Harvey as to the assessed valua- 
tion of the national b.tnks. He declared 
that Mr. Harvey was wandering from 
the (jnestion in 'delate, beciuse he hail 
several times declared that if "the 
mints of the world" would give 
and unlimited coinuK1' to silver ou a 
certain ratio it could bo maintained.

A PLACER DIGGINGS MONOPOLIZED BY 


MOSQUITOES. 


A ri»c«« That Driven tha Worker* Away 


From the Rich Sand of m South Amcri- 
«M» Wv«r—>»tU« Who Can Stand th« 
Torture* An Too Ljuy to Work. 


Gold iu pleuty way bo found iu the 


Bands of the Voladur river, a stream of 
moderate voluuiu that comes tumbliug 
from the snow liiio from the Sierra de

though tho low laud nsgiouaiid tbo river 
bod where the preciuus inetal abonudti 
In fabuluua ijuautitiea are easily mvossi- 
ble the mosquitoes aro so thick and tcr- 
riblo there that all attempts to rifle tlie 
sainte of their gold have HO far failed. 


Elist-o Keolus, the celebrated Freuch 


geographer, was tbo first to c-sploro the 
plain about tho Voludor's mouth. It 
seemed like an earthly paradise at first, 
and the stinging insects were no more 
numerous than oue might* have expect- 
ed. But aa the raiuy season came on aud 
tho air grew hot aud humid the mos- 
quitoes appeared in incredible swarms. 
M. Reclua had thought uf establishing 
an agricultural colony in the fertile 
lowlands, bnt found the plague of iu 
sects so unbearable that he was forced 
to beat a rotreat aud abandon liis project- 


ile was the discoverer of this wonder- 


ful stream, whose waters sweep over 
sands that are literally golden. He U>ld 
tho news to the French vice consul at 
Rio ELicha, and tins official obtained 
tho couwssioii of this Eldorado. 
The 


dangers ho was to encounter bo knew 
perfectly wclL He took with him whon 
be set out an iugenioiuily constructed 
gauze teut of large dimensions. For two 
days be tried to live under its shelter 
and watch the operations of his work- 
men, who toiled iu the stifling heat, 
clothed in thick garments aud protected 
by heavy boots, gloves and veils. At thf 
end of the second day, however, both 
employer and employees with, one accord 
gave up the struggle and retreated.

Tho sixth's face 
was a sight to behold, nnd he had to 
pick out tho pathway with tho aid ol 
one eye, which the mosquitoes bad not 
entirely closed. 


Yet there are human beings who can 


venture with impunity into this heli 
whose guardian demons are mosquitoes, 
and these are some of the savage natives 
of tho' mountains from whose rocky 
steeps the river comes t ambling dowu. 
Those savages, who are mosquito proof, 
are rendered so by their bodies bein« 
covered with the scales of that aw fu 
disease, leprosy. Strange to say, tho 
mosquitoes will not touch them. 
Bui 


neither gold nor tho gauds of civiliza- 
tion will tempt them to labor, and there 
is no human power apparently whicl 
will drag them ou from tlieir rude cavra 
on the mountain side aud make them 
labor for the white men. 


It is an old and true saying that one 


might as well try to got along withou 
furs in tho arctic regions as without 
mosquito nets iu tho tropics. Mosquito 
nets seem to have boeu of little avail 
however, in the instances related. Tho 
insects are said to have been both nn 
usually large and unusually venomous, 
and they came in such myriads that they 
had the appearance of a mist hanging 
over tho waters of the river. The intense 
pain and action of the poison on the sys 
torn speedily drive tlie strongest mad. 


One of tho favorite tortures among 


the natives of the region about tho val 
l«y of the Volndor is to strip their vie 
tim and bind him naked to a stake. In 
k moment his body will bo literally cov- 
ered with mosquitoes, and iu a ball 
hour's time it will bo enormously swell 
*d- Tho torture is indescribable.—Nov 
York World.

Wood Palp. 


The amount of wood pulp now pro- 


duced iu Scandinavia is reported to be 
enormous, and besides tho many wood 
pulp mills there uro a largo number of 
native cellulose and sulphite works, the 
former supplying more than one-half the 
wood pulp production. Next to these 
come the sulphite mills, the wood pulp 
mills exiKjrtiug barely half thoir pro- 
duction, or considerably less in quantity 
than the sulphite aud cellulose. Almost 
all the paper exported from Sweden is 
wild to bo made from wood pulp. A re- 
cently published account of this industry 
show .1 total of HOKIO 95 establishments, 
suid for 55 of those the aggregate power, 
usually water, is retried to equal about 
18,000 horsepower. The most important 
of these are thus enumerated : Those of 
Onion, Tralhattou, 2,450 horsepower, 
with 24 horizontal and a vortical mills; 
that of Munkidal. Uddevalia, 1,250 
horsepower, with 10 horizontal and 1 
vertical mill, and Tossefors, Ottebal.900 
horsepower, with 17 horizontal mills. 
There aro 1 2 patron cellulose works aud 
17 sulphite establishments. — New York 
Sun.

What makes Niagara falls' power pos- 


sible is the fact that Laka Superior, 
Luke Michigan, Lake Huron and Lake 
Erie, with a combine) <3irca of 90,000 
square miles, representing the reservoirs 
of some 'JoO.OOO square miles of water- 
shed, aro situated 600 foot above the- sea 
level The great volume of water fall- 
ing over the vast territory flows on its 
natural course to the Atlantic ocean 
with but a slight descent, until it is 
brought into the narrow Niagara river, 
when, in the rapids just above the falls, 
it declines 55 foot and then, with a sin- 
gle plunge, drops into tho abyss, 1C5 foot 
below. Eminent engineers have com- 
puted that 275,000 cubic feet of water 
pass over the falls every second, repre- 
senting in theoretical energy over 6,000, - 
000 horsepower. — Cassier's Magazine.

tbe State Issues tbe following : 


Good rains fell in tbe early part of 


tbe week, and in tbe eastern balf of 
tbe section they were quite heavy. 
Tbe dajs have been quite warm, un- 
usually so duriug last three da\? of 
tbe period. Tbe condition of all"veg- 
etation bas Improved, and in the 
eastern half the change for the better 
bas been quite decided. The thresh- 
ing of wheat bas begun, the yield be- 
ing generally light, and in several 
counties of poor quality. Oa's are 
ripening, in some places the harvest 
bas begun; tbe yield seems to be good 
in some counties. Corn is doing very 
well, but is some places is quite un- 
even. Potatoes show some improve- 
ment, but the ground is too dry for a 
good development of the tuber. 
Pastures are still badly dried up, and 
frequent rains will be necessary to 
put them in good condition. Stock 
water ie scarce in many places, and 
in some localities stock feeding is 
still necessary. Gardens are looking 
better than one week ago. Large 
fruits continue to drop, especially 
apples, and small fruits have dried 
badly on the bushes.

Wlien tho patient is ready to buy his 


glasses, be takes tbo*prescripti'>u of tho 
oculist to an optician and orders thorn. 
Being uuwlo to order especially for the 
patient, they may cost luiywhere from 
$2.50 to $15. Persons with complicated 
disorders of the eye really wear from 
two to live pairs of glasses in one. Some 
prescriptions call for two separate pairs, 
and uo prudent man is content to have 
only one pair of glasses by him, siuce 
the loss of his single pair may mean tho 
loss of a day's work or considerable in- 
jury to the eyes. 


The most careful opticians refuse to 


examine the eyes of persons that come, 
af tor eyeglasses, perhaps because tho ocu- 
lists do not send patients with prescrip- 
tions to opticians that undertake to per- 
form the work of the oculist. Tho most 
expensive way to purchase glasses is 
through the oculist and the optician. 
Some very careful persons always visit 
au oculist before making a change in the 
power of their glaws. Others simply go 
on iiicreasinsE the strength as need seems 
to direct. It is a grxxl deal cheaper to 
buy of tho oculist -optician, and Home 
persons believe it to be quite us safe as 
the more expensive, method. It is entire- 
ly probable that for ordinary conditions 
of tho eye tho oculist-optician serves 
well enough. Most persons that do not 
guess at their own needs in the matter 
of glasses eit her go to au oculist-optician 
and have him lit thorn out at- from f».."-0 
to f M or consult a friend. This last i» 
the cheapest method, and it is a favorite 
one with thousands. The friend, who 
wears, glasses, lounis that the other i» 
havingsoniBdifilcultjof sight and offers 
his own glasses ou triaL If they seem to 
servo the need, the borrower goes to an 
optician or some other dealer in eye- 
glasses and gets a like, pair. He thn> 
saves the feo of tho oculist or that of tho 
oculist-optician. 


Many persona bny eyeglass of the 


dry gcxids sh' ips. They sell them at from 
50 cents to $1, and they look just like 
thaso that the opticians sell for $3.50. 
They arc perhaps as safe for those whose 
affections of tho eyes aro not complicat- 
ed, but they do not l;ust so long as those 
of tho opticians. They break at tho del- 
icate, joints. 
The frames, if they have 


any, are brittle, and tho tiny screws aro 
weak or aro put in so badly that thoy 
crack tho lenses. 
Tho ary goods shops, 


however, cannot compete with the cor- 
ner stands for the trade of a great many 
persons. There are plenty of old fellows 
that have been buying their glasses for 
almost nothing at corner stands any 
time these, -10 years. 
They never spent 


a penny on oculists, and they despise 
opticians. 
Tho fact is that science of 


tho eye. has grown up since they began 
to use glasses, and having start(H\ with- 
out its nid they keep on in like fashion. 
It is only b(vanw» they are not troubled 
with complicated affections of tho eyes 
that thoy r.ro able to preserve their 
sight in rtofismco of tho modern special- 
ist.—New York k'uii.

NEW TAPESTRY METHODS. 


Colors Applied by a Broth Look Like 


Woven. 


A new method of producing paint- 


ed tapestry has been devised by a 
Frenchman. 
A series of peculiar 


dyes has been produced by M. Cleis, 
and can, it Is stated, when mixed 
with prepared gums, be used by an 
artist just as well as oil or water col- 
ors. The velvet or other material of 
which the tapestry is to consist is 
stretched on a frame and can then be 
painted upon just as if it were a can- 
vas. 
When the picture is finished 


the fabric Is taken out of the frame 
and exposed witbin a closed chamber 
to the action of steam. The colors 
will then have thoroughly impregnat- 
ed the material, and after washing 
and drying the tapestry is fit for use. 
The actual secrets of the process are 
not disclosed, but it is claimed that 
tapestries are produced in this way 
as harmonious in color as flexible and 
as durable as those woven by hand.

Tide* In the Atmosphere. 


Distinct tides in the atmosphere, cor- 


responding to those of the sea and pro- 
duced twice daily by lunar attraction, 
have been traced by M. Bouquet de la 
Grye iu the barometric records of sta- 
tions removed from powerful local dis- 
tnrbanoea The recorded observations of 
Brest., St. Helena, Cape Horn, Bataria 
and Singapore give positive evidence of 
a regular ebb and flow according to the 
moou's position. The effect is slight, 
but measurable, the greatest atmos- 
pheric tide at Brest being shown by a 
movement of one-quarter of an inch in 
a water barometer, which is equivalent 
to about one-fiftieth of an inch in the 
mercury barometer. The tide seems to 
bear about the same ratio to the weight 
of the atmosphere that the sea tide bears 
to the depth of tho ocean.

who demanded aa investigation of

A week ago Monday night the 


council pasted a resolution to have 
a special committee Investigate and 
report upon the affair, and upon mo- 
tion the chair appointed Messrs. Me- 
Vey, Metheany and Staodish as the 
committee. Mr. Metheany declined 
to act at the time, saying that be 
bad already investigated the matter 
at the police station and wa* satis- 
fied that the officer was justified in 
using his club a& he did. He was 
not excused by chair, however, and 
to-day Mr. Me Vey made an effort to 
get a meeting of the committee ar- 
ranged for this evening, but claims 
that 
both 
Mr. 
Metheany 
and 


Mr. Standlsh 
refused 
to 
meet 


for the investigation. Councilman 
Brotberton says that the matter 
baa had considerable publicity not in 
the policeman's favor, and that If the 
action of Vena was justifiable, aa Mr 
Metbeany and the mayor claim, they 
and Vena should court an inveat<ga- 
tion in order to vindicate the patrol- 
man. He, together with Mr. McVey 
and Mr. Kemper, are determined 
that the investigation shall be had, 
and tried to get the mayor or chief 
of police to issue summons bo the 
wltneases; but both flatly refused to 
assist the council in any an> way in 
securing an investigation. 
The 


mayor stated that Vena did strike 
Leipfert on the top of the head with 
his club, but that he was justified in 
so doing, and that Leipfert only sus- 
tained a "very slight wound. 


Mr. Brotberton says that the sub- 


poenas will be prepared before a 
notary public and served, and that in 
case Messrs. Standisb and Metbeany 
still refuse to meet with the other 
member of the special committee the 
investigation shall be held before the 
minority of the committee and the 
evidence taken by a stenographer.

The coroner's inquest in the mur- 


der of Wm. Harper at Piqua on last 
Friday night, was concluded yester- 
day. 


In tbe testimony of Wm. Zaggel It 


was shown that Harper bad gone to 
Quincy during the first part of tbe 
present month for tbe purpose of do- 
Ing Turpen a personal violence. Be- 
fore Harper left Piqua he stated that 
be was going for tbe purpose of ere 
ating trouble. When be arrived at 
Quincy he was met by Turpen and 
Zaggel, and he at once made threats 
that he intended to kill Turpen. 


It was also proved in tbe testimony 


that Harper drew a revolver on Tur- 
pen <-n tbe night of the murder, sev- 
eral hours before the crime was com 
mitted. 


As each witness was examined an 


effort was made to learn the true 
character of the men. In each in 
stance it was shown tbat Turpen was 
the best man of tbe two, aad that be 
was less liable to quarrel than the 
murdered man. 


At the conclusion of the ex»mina< 


tion tbe coroner rendered the follow- 
ing verdict: 
"After baving heard 


the evidence and examining the body 
I do find tbat tbe deceased, William 
Harper, came to his death by a blow 
received on the right side of the face 
and head with a club in the hands of 
of one Daniel B. Turpen." 


William Pittman, the assistant 


bartender at the resort where tbe 
murdered man was employed, and 
Mrs. 
Clara Hardman, the proprie- 


tress, were held under bond in tbe 
sum of $300 for their apearance in 
court as witnesses In the case. 


At tbe conclusion of the examina- 


tion of the coroner, the preliminary 
examination of Turpen was held. 
When the prisoner was bronght mlo 
the cqurt room be was accompanied 
by his wife, whom he deserted last 
fall, and who has been at his side 
everslnoe he was arrested on the 
charge, His brothers, John G. Tur- 
pen, of Greenville, and W. V. Tur- 
pen, of Peru, Ind , were with him. 
The court room was crowded to its 
utmost capacity, and

announced tbat the attorneys for the 
defense, Charles M. Anderson, of 
Greenville, and Judge W. C. Johns- 
ton, of this city, had decided to allow 
their client to be bound over to
